Fk*t to (peak was jVtCTjUJk ticfc 
Veteran of nearly sixteen years service in 
the United States Army, who had served 
overseas 37 months In World War II. 
Recently discharged from the Army (Dis- 
charge General, Under Honorable Con- 
ditions) for his activities on behalf of 
American tradition and against the Unit- 
*ed Nations and Communism, Xavier has 
a long record of battle with the forces 
of subversion. Author of a book entitled,

W. : HAKILTOS who 
stated that its purpose was to found an organization on a 
national basis to be known as the "National Association r or 
The Advancement of White People 5 ' 1 and that this new organ- 
ization would consolidate groups similar to that of the 
Citizens Protective Association throughout the country* 


attended this convention which was held at the- 
Como -Inn ' Restaurant and Hall, 546 Milwaukee Avenue, Chicago. 
Illinois, and furnished the . following informat ion both orally 

and by written report to SAl 1°-? 

'The informants report is maintained in SL file] 


It was voted that the convention should be called ,? The 
Nationalist Convention of America 51 and it was stated that the 
purpose of the convention was:- 1, To support General 
MacARTHUR for President of the United States; 2. To also 
support GEORGS D. HIGGINS for President on the Liberty Party 
ticket in. order that he would be able to obtain radio time; 

3. To found a new organization which would consolidate tne 
organizations present into a. nation wide group.; The; chairman, 
of the convention was JOSEPH ‘BEAUHARNAIS of Chicago, Illinois, 
and the co-chairman was PETER L. XAVIER of Dayton, Ohio. 

BEAUHARNAIS stated, at the opening of the convention that 
the Como-Inn Restaurant had given them, the hall without 
charge, provided that the delegates, to the convention ate 
their meals at the restaurant. The informant stated that tne 
delegates ate their meals in a private dining room throughout ■ 
the convention. 


Hiss KAY TURPPIN, who, according to the informant, was tne 
secretary of JOSEPH BEAUHARNAIS, acted as secretary of the 
convention. Posters hung on* the walls Of the convention hall 
denounced the United Nations, the Communists, taxes, Negroes 
and Jews. The informant registered for the convention, with 
Miss TURPPIN and was informed by her that all of the speeches 
to be made at the convention^ we re going to be recorded on a t 
sound, tape recorder. 


The first speaker at the July 4th session was GEORGE D. 
HIGGINS of Los Angeles, California, who announced that he is 
the candidate, for President of the United States on the 
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Liberty Party ticket. HIGGINS stated that his purpose is. 
to warn the American people of the grave ^an|er whioh threate: 
them, their liberty and their republic;- to set f °£th the 
nature and cause of the crises and to prescribe an adequate 
remedy. He stated that the United States has been taken, over 
by the Rothschild International Banking -Monopoly, frequently 
called the w I>'bney Power,” which, includes the^Federal^ Re serve 
Monoooly. He stated that the republic of the United Sta S®J -tS 
.dead and that the Constitution, with its Bill of Rights, has. 
been thrown into discord by the Rothschild money power^ 
continued that this money power has substituted jn Place JV 
the republic of the United States an oligarchy of y heir own, 
which is the United Nations organization. He stated, that 
by joining the UN the US. is selling itself into a permanent 
bonded debt. HIGGINS stated that he advocates repudiating 
all Gold Certificates and the retiring of all Federal Reserve 
Notes and that Congress should then print debt free currency. 
H e stated that the Income Tax iaw snould be abolished and 
that the Farm Relief Act and the Taft-hartley Act, rfhi^. ^.e 
both tools of the money power, must be repealed. He claii mod 
that the U.S. is using all. of these things to bring about 
inflation and that when the value of the dollar js^wenouh 
to create panic, they will tell the people thav the onxy way 
to save the U.S. is to join the United Nations,, and that the 
U.N. will then, put us in. poverty. 

The, next speaker was Hrs. ED C. ALpIBAUGH , who is the * 
editor of a monthly newspaper called” ‘“The Spider, at ha con, 
Georgia. According to tae informant, she made a plea xor 
taking the United States out from under the international 
banking power. She advocated changing the money system 
presently in use in this country and stated that her group 1 
is backing -General DOUGLAS MacARTHUR for President because, 
if elected, he would abolish OUr present money system.

C. DANIEL KURTZ, State Director of the New York Anti- 
Communist League, spoke, and explained that he has been 
speaking on the street corners of New York City for years 
and that he had made several speeches in the Rockaway Beach 
area, which had resulted in his arrest. KURTZ presented an 
attack against the Jewish race and stated that if the Jewisn 
people were not run out of this county they would soon take 
over. 
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The evening s ession on July 4> 1952 was addressed by 
PETER L. XAVIER of Dayton, Ohio who acted as co-chairman . 
of the convention. He spoke about the United Nations during 
which he vigoriously attacked the U.N» and s £^£fd that , * n - . 
his .opinion, the U.N. is Unconstitutional. XAVIER stated that 
he had been discharged from the Army because .he stood in 
front of the. U.N. Building in New xork City , threw the U.N. 
flag on the ground. and called the Fresident a traitor, ne 
claimed chat one day he would be reinstated in the <i.rmy and 
at this time he would fight for his Army pay since the time 
of his discharge. , 

Another sneaker was CONDB .KcGINlEY , editor of the ne^s- 
paoer" “Common. £>onse r ‘ which - is: published cwice monthly at 
Union, New Jersey. He strongly attacked the Jewish race, 
stating that, all of our troubles are rooted in the Jews 
bepaUse they are the ones behind, the Russians. . **e stated 
that be is now devoting his full time to the publishing o_ 
^Common Sense, ” which has reached nation, wide circulation* 
McGINIEY described several attempts which have been' made or 
his life and on the lives of his employees. He stated- that 
these ■ attacks , as well' as other attacks against his printing 
plant, we~e made by “Ccnmmnist Jews” who scught to stop the 
publication of “Common Sense.” 

At the first session on July 5> 1952, which convened at 
11:00 a.m., PETER XWXER acted as chairman. The session 
opened with GEORGE D< HIGGINS of Los Angeles leading in the 
pledge of allegiance tc the flag, which was follower by 
players lead b"’ JOHN V/. HAMILTON of St. Louis. The 
speaker was a fliss WALKER from the State of. Iowa, who v;as 
one of three sisters present at the convention « Sne talked 
against the Farm Bureau and stated that the Farm. Bureau was 
taking the farmers away from God. She stated that the Govern- 
ment was making the farmer lazy by letting him. plane only 
certain crops and. that this was ruining the farms as well as. 
the farmer. 

The next speakers was C. DANIEL KURT 2 of New York City, 
who presented another attack against, the Jewish people. 
According to the informant, KUP.TZ did little more than, repeat 
his remarks of the previous day. 

The. next speaker was -JOHN W. • HAMILTON from the Citizens. 
Protective Association, St. Louis,. Missouri. He attacked the 
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Negro race,, stating that the Negro is a backward man and 
always will be backward. He stated that the Negro has 
eaten-. the heart out' of St. Louis where a minority group has 
dictated' the policy, kangaroo courts wero in. session, and the 
Negroes get off very lightly for their crime. He stated that 
two Negroes had gotten very light sentences in the killing 
of an Overland < Missouri policeman, and that they would be 
eligible for parole in five years. HAICCLTON stated that the 
people of St." Louis v'ere going to begin to do something about 
Negrces ar.d that this was one situtation that the people were 
going f' s top. HAMILTON urged that all of the groups represent- 
ed at the convention unite irt. order that they might do some- 
thing a bout fighting the Negro situation all over the country. 


Another speaker was a Mr. LANDIS from Dayton, Ohio, who 
spoke in favor of abolishing all: taxes. He stated that no am. 
a group of others had attempted to have an earnings tsx^ out- 
lawed in Dayton because it had not been voted upon by the 
people , he stated,, however, that it was later passed by a vote 
of the people .of Dayton.; LANDIS stated that he wrote one 
hundred" letters’ to people who would have to pay the earnings 
ta.:, buo who would, not benefit from, it since they resided out- 
side of Dayton. He stated that in these letters he asked tnose 
people to attend a meeting to discuss the situation but that 
only one. person arrived to attend the meeting. He stated that 
this was' an example, of the fact that tnc American people are 
just stupid about such matters. 


The main speaker at the evening session on duly 5, 1952, 
was JOSEPh BEAIOvARNAIS, leader of the Waite ’Circle League at 
Chicago, Illinois. Ke discussed the Cicero, Illinois riot and 1 
stated that/ the owner of the property which caused the. incident. 
Mrs. DeROSE, had called upon him for help. No stated that 
Mrs. Do ROSE hau by mistake retained a Negro attorney to dcfeu-.i 
her in a case with the rent control office. He. starred that this 
attorney and his associates gained control of Mrs. DeROSE 1 s 
property and. employed a Negro couple to. pretend, they were 
going to move into the apartment' house. By this means, _ the 
Negro attorney .hope 
was valued at $60, ( 

then employed a second m- . . , ..... 

that when this cate came up in. court Mrs. DeROSE. was jailed xor 
contempt of court. BEAUHAKNAIS 1 stated that he and the parents 
of Mrs. DeROSE attempted to post 'bond for her end found that 
she had been, placed in a mental institution. ,, He stated that 
Mrs. DeROSE (was . not given an. opportunity to speak in. her own 
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behalf and that he was going to do all in his power to help 
Mrs. DeROSE. , 

At the. conclusion of his speech, BEAUHARNA.IS stated- that 
all of the. speeches being made at the convention were being 
-sound recorded "because, vie may have to use it in court some- 
day." He added that the recording? would be made available to ■ 
the member organizations in order that they might be played at 
local meetings. 

S 

According to the; informant , the first speaker at the 
July 6, 1952 session was a Mr. LAMBERT from Chicago, Illinois 
who related how the Woodlawn section of Chicago was being over- 
run with Negroes. K e stated that he had owned a restaurant 
in this; section 'and that the Negroes often left without paying 
for their meals. H e stated that on one occasion, a. Negro woman 
left without paying and in addition to this she struck; and 
cursed him, and the following day brought him. into QoUrt and 
sued him for $20. H e stated that several days later a Negro 
woman left without .paying but he made, no’ effort, to stop her 
because he said he would get no backing from the police. He 
stated that all. of the Woodlawn residents have had to stand, 
by and watch their stores being broken into and robbed because 
the police do nothing to help them. He stated that for this 
reason he and other Woodlawn. residents were supporting the 
anti-Negro "White Circle League" in Chicago. 

* ■ 

The. next speaker was LEWIS KLENKE of Edwardsville, Illinois, 
who is a member of the Board of Directors of the newspaper 
"The Farmers* Voice,"' published by the United Farmers of 
America, Incorporated. H e spoke against the use of artificial 
fertilizer and insect sprays and stated that his; organization 
was against the use of medicines and the fluoridation of water 
systems. He stated that the people were being forced to use 
these artificial aids as part of a deep rooted plot, to weaken 
them so that they could be easily overcome. 

The; informant stated that at the last session of the 
convention many resolutions were introduced and adopted. It 
was stated that a copy of these would later be, sent to all those 
delegates in attendance. In summary, these resolutions in- 
dicated that the ■ organization would, be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Farm Bureau, anti-tax system and against the present 
monetary system in this country. The informant advised that 
a discussion took place concerning the name to be adopted by the 
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organization, ■ After the introduction and. discussion of 
several names , the name selected, was ''National* Association 
For The Advancement of White People." However, the informant 
was later advised by JOHN. W. HAMILTON that after the convention 
had ended the leaders of several participating organizations 
met and decided that the name selected at the convention should 
be changed inasmuch as it might be confused with the National 
Association For The Advancement of Colored People. HAMILTON 
stated that it was decided to change the name from "National 
Association For The Advancement of White People" to "The 
Allied American Association." 


According to the. informant, it was not made clear at the 
convention whether the new organization would have a. head- 
quarters which would direct its 'activities or whether it would 
be an organization in name only, with all activities carried on 
through the member organizations. It was stated, however, that 
the participating organizations would retain their present 
name and character but that their letterheads would be changed 
to show affiliation with the "National Association FonThe 
Advancement Of White People." According to the informant, it 
appears that the participating organizations will all adopt 
the platform of the new organization. The informant stated 
that most of the delegates present appeared to be friends of 
long standing and indicated that they were in constant 
communication with each other. 


| | was further advised by JOHN V7, HAMILTON that 

there were delegates ’from about thirty states present at the 
convention. However, the informant observed that there were 
never more than thirty-five people present at any one session 
of the convention. It was also stated during the convention 
that there were to be approximately fifty organizations joining 
together to form the ’"National Association For The Advancement 
Of White People," but, according to ‘the informant, not all of these 
were represented at the convention. 

Informant stated that JOSEPH .BEAUHARNAIS indicated that 
the names of the participating organizations would be made 
available at a later date, at which time a. list of the 
resolutions passed would also be made available to those who 
had attended. 


Inasmuch as there is no organization known as the "Nation 1 
Association For The. Advancement Of White People" or "The Allied 
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American Association” in St. Louis at the present time, the 
activities of this organization will be followed through the 
investigation presently being conducted concerning the 
Citizens Protective Association in St. Louis.

DETAILS : 

This investigation is predicated upon information contained 
in numerous newspaper articles that BRYANT W. BOTTLES . President 
of the National Association for the Advancement of White People, 
Incorporated, hereinafter referred to as the NAAWP, had been 
arrested and convicted in Baltimore, Maryland.
